clerks, which began here this morning 


"Already, It is estimated that 7,500 


aien are out and It Is expected that 
fully 10,000 will be Involved by 
to- 
morrow. 


Tho New York. New Haven 
and 


Hartford Railroad and the 
, Boston 


and Albany Branch of the New York 
Central road were most directly In- 
volved today. 
Police guarded all ap- 


proaches to the freight sheds, 
but 


there was no <lemonstratlon calling 
for their Intervention. 


The worst blockade as a result of 


the strike Is along the water front, 
where business has already 
been 


brought to a standstill. The 'long- 
shoremen, not having stopped work, 
promptly began unloading 
vessels 


which docked yesterday and 
this 


morning, and soon the wharves wore 
choked with merchandise as 
there 


•were no teams to cart it away. Fish- 
ing boats brought 300.000 pounds of 
fish, but there were no buyers 
for 


the cargoes, as the dealers could not 
get teams to move the fish. 


Tho New York, New Haven and 


Hartford officials refused two propos- 
itions to settle the strike, but 
the 


wtato board of arbitration Is In touch 
•with both sides and hopes to effect 
a settlement. 


Freight handlers at .Providence re- 


fused to came to Boston to take the 
idaccs of the- strikers, preferring to 
lose their places to obeying tho or- 
der.

RURAL DELIVERY 


BILL IS PASSED 


Establishes the System as a Part of 


the Postal Service—Contracts 


Are Stricken Out. 


Washington. March 11.—After sev- 


en 
days' practically uninterrupted 


consideration of the measure 
the 


house yesterday eviscerated the bill 
to put the rural free delivery service 
under tha contract system and then 
rassed H. The paragraph relating to 
contract was stricken out In Commit- 
tee of the Wholo by a vote of 97 to 40. 
Efforts to keep Ihe carriers out of the 
civil service were unavailing. 


A yea and nay vote was taken on a 


proposition to dismiss a carrier who 
uses his position to further'the Inter- 
ests of any political party, which was 
defeated by a vote of 90 to ill. 


The bill as passed establishes the 


rural free delivery service as a part 
of the postal system of the country, 
it having hitherto been conducted as 
an experimental service, by appropri- 
ations made from year to year, in- 
'•reasing from $10,000 In 1894 to $3,- 
7f.0.000 In 1902. 


The bill provides for special agents 


!n charge of divisions at $2,400 apiece; 
four other classes of special agents 
at. salaries respectively of $1.300. $1.- 
400. 
$1.500. and Sl.fiOOr route inspec- 


tors at salaries of $900. Sl.OOO. $1.100, 
mil $1,200; clerks graded at the same 
figure; and carriers at not exceeding 
JROO'per annum.

Hill and nil directors, offi- 
cers and stockholders of the three 
companies Involved, and seeks perpet- 
ually to restrain them from carrying 
out the purposes of tfto New Jersey 
corporation. 
Action 
IH brought In 


accordance with the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust act passed July 
1'. IS'JO, which l» said to violate, and 
It Is sought to have the merger of 
tho northern; roads declared an un- 
lawful combination and conspiracy In 
restraint of trade. 


The petition In the case Is signed 


by Milton D. Purilv. district attorney 
for Minnesota, and by Philander C. 
KIUIX, Attorney General, and John 
K. Richards, Solicitor General of the 
United States, who sounds a note of 
v.-nrnlng In the following language: 


"If the government falls to prevent 


the carrying out of this combination 
or conspiracy, not only will a virtual 
consolidation of two competing linns 
with the practical pooling of

petitors, be created, and nil effective

Officials hero always regret to see 


any evidence of discontent In China 
concerning Minister Wu. 
lip has far 


exceeded the ordinary term of a Chi- 
nese diplomat, and his recall lias been 
due for a considerable length of time, 
but his services to his native 
land 


were so extraordinary that if he hail 
taken several times $SO,000 worth oi 
silver he would not be too highly palJ. 


Wu Ting Fang undoubtedly 
pre- 


served china from 
dismemberment, 


and the probability Is that his action 
saved the lives or the foreign minis- 
ters In I'ekln, who probably 
would 


have been slaughtered If the Invading 
army hail marched through China with 
lire and sword Ignorant or the rate of 
the diplomats. 


This country has Intimated to China 


that it would prefer to have Mr. Wu 
Ting Fang remain here, hut, of course. 
It lias no right to Insist on such ac- 
tion. 
There Is a well understood In- 


tention here, however, that If China 
should ultimately recall Its minister 
and then attempt to punish him 
for 


some absurd alleged crime, this coun- 
try would hold China personally re- 
sponsible on the theory that any in- 
dignity miiHt necessarily have been on 
account of his well-known friendship 
for America. 


Mr. Wu said he promptly Informed 


his government ns soon as tho United 
States turned over to him the Tien 
Tsin silver fund and the money was 
placed at Its disposal. 
An acknowl- 


edgment was received by 
telegraph. 


Not one cent of the fund. Mr. Wu said, 
could he misappropriated, and If any 
portion of It were used.for any pur- 
pose whatever this could be done only 
by the sanction of the Chinese gov- 
ernment.
